VERY growing plant fs a little 
factory. The green coloring 
matter of the leaves, or chlu- 
rophyll, is the engine. The 


sunlight is the power that makes the_ 


engine go, and the air, water and some 
of the substunces in the soil are the 
raw materials, 

Under the stimulating influence of 
sunlight the chlorophyll takes the car- 
bon dioxide gas of the air and the wa- 
ter, nitrogen and minerals which the 
roots send up in the form of crude sap 
and tears them to pieces, 
them together again in hundreds of 
different ways, It makes them into 
the starch of the potato or the sugar of 
the sugar beet. It puts them together

horny gluten of a kernel of popcorn or 
the tough fiber of a cornstalk. By

building them up in still different ways 
it makes the hard wood of the oak or 
the delicate petals of a rose. Mun, 
with all his skill and machinery, has 


| never been able to make any products 


half so wonderful as are being made 
every day in every field on your farm, 

If plants are to grow rapidly and 
produce large yields, they must be well 
fed. About half the dry weight of a 
mature plant is made up of carbon. 
Practically all of this comes from the 
carbon dioxide of the air, Every acre 
of whent will use a ton of this gas or 
all that is in a layer of air three miles 
deep over the acre. The constant inix- 
ing of the air by the wind is ulways 
bringing fresh supplies within reach of 
the plant. 

The farmer does not need to concern 
himself with the supply of carbon di- 
oxide, for every time he builds a fire 
or even breathes he is adding to the 
store of this material in the air, 

Tle simvoth upper surface of a leaf 
is both air and water tight. On the 
underside, however, are many small 


openings, which are really the mouths | 


of the plant. It is through these tiny 
holes that carbon dioxide is taken inte 
the leaf to be used by the chlorophyll. 
In making starch and other products 
out of carbon dioxide and water some 
oxygen is given off. ‘This passes out 
through the openings in the leaves. 
Thus you see that plants breathe tn 
much the same way as animals do, 
only they give off oxygen, the product 
which is ased by animals, and take up 
carbon dioxide, the gas which Is 
breathed out by animals. In this way 
plants make animal life possible. Ani- 
mals give off carbon dioxide and 
inanure as waste products. Plants 
tear these Waste products to pieces 
und by rebuilding them make them 
once more iuto food for the animals, 

Next to carbon hydrogen and oxy- 
gen are the foods that the plant uses 
in largest quantities, Since water is 
composed of these eletnaats, the sup- 
ply wilt be plentiful as long as there 
is plenty of water in the soil. 

There Is one element, nitrogen, 
which forms, a considerable part of 
the plant, that Is harder to get. While 
three-fourths of the air is nitrogen, 
the plant does not seem to be able to 
use it in this form, The only kind of 
niants that can use the nitrogen in the 
air at all are the legumes, such as 
clover and alfalfa, Certain bacteria 
that live on the roots of these legumes 
have the power of changing the at- 
mdspheric nitrogen into forms in 
which the plant can use it. We shall 
study more about this process later, 

Nitrogen is one of the most {mpor- 
tant pliant foods, and it fs one that is 
very often Jacking, If the plant can- 
not get a sufficient supply of nitrogen 
it will be stunted, will stop growing 
early, and the yield will be very much 
reduced, Since all the crops, with the 
exception of the legumes, must get 
their nitrogen from the soll, the farm- 
er must see to it that there is a plen- 
tiful supply there if he wishes to ob- 
tain a large yield, 

If you will drop a little rich black 
soil on a hot shovel some of ft wil 
go up insmoke, The pert that burns fs 
humus and ts made up of vegetable and 


animal matter which ts partly de 
cayed. This humus contains large 
amounts of nitrogen, and from this 


source the greater share of this ele- 
ment used by the plant thust come. If 
your soll fs black, spongy and well 
supplted with humus there is. little 
danger that the plant will go hungry 
for nitrogen. One of the best ways to 
keep a field in this condition ts to ap- 
ply liberal quantities of barnyard ma- 
hure. Another way {ts to plow under 
frreen crops, especially clover, Some- 
times it Is necessary to buy nitrogen 
for the plant in the form of commer- 
cial fertilizers, but this fs a very ex- 
pensive way of obtaining it. 

Even when the plant is given all the 
nitrogen it can use it sometimes falls 
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Then it puts! 


te do well. This is because it cannot 
get as much of tie mineral elements 
as it needs. ; 

Too much nitrogen in proportion to 


the amount of mineral elements causes. 


the plant to “go all to vines.’ There 


will be an excessive growth of leaves, , 


but the yield of grain will be small. 
Take an ear of corn or a bunch of hay 
and burn it. The ashes that are left 
fare the mineral parts of the plant. 
These cannot be obtained from air or 
water, but must come from the soil. 
Some of the most important of these 
are iron, which ts the substance that 
helps to build up chlorophyll, and sul- 
phur, which fs found in the nitroge- 
nous parts of the plant. There are a 
number of others also, all of which 
fre present in the soil in such large 
amounts that there will probably al- 
Ways be all that the crops can use. 

Two of these minerals, however, po- 
tassium and phosphorus, are not so 
plentiful. When the plant cannot get 
enough potassium the grain will not 
be filled out well. If there is too little 
phosphorus, especially in the case of 
fruit trees, the development of fruit 
is checked, Adding barnyard manure 
to the soil helps to keep up the supply 
of these two materials. On farms 
where little stock is kept or where 
grain has been raised continually for 
years and little attention paid to the 
soil it is sometimes necessary to apply 
phosphorus and potassium in the form 
of commercial fertilizers, 

In the eastern part of this country 
there are many farms that have be- 
come so badly run down that crops 
will not grow at all unless they are 
fed with commercial fertilizers. ‘These 
are very expensive, and it often takes 
nearly alla farmer makes to pay his 
fertilizer bills, These farms would 
never huve become so worn out if they 
had been properly cared for. Leaving 
plowed ground, especially on hillsides, 
exposed for several months during the 
fall and winter allows much plant food 
to wash away. Growing the same 
crop year after year wears out the 
land rapidly. Different crops require 
different kinds of food. By changing 
crops from year to year no one food 
material is used to excess and the 
others wasted. By keeping as much 
stock on the farm as possible, saving 
the manure carefully and spreading it 
on the fields before it rots or leaches 
away and by using leguminous plants 
to gather nitrogen the soil can be kept 
well supplied with plant food. 

It is much more protituble to feed 
the crops in this way than to buy 
plant food on the market at excessive 
prices, Usually, however, the plant is 
hungry for the mineral elements not 
because they are not in the soil, but 
because they are in a form in which 
it cannot get at them ‘The roots of 
the plant spread all through the soil 
in search of food. If you will look at 
a little root through a magnifying 
glass you will see that it is covered 
with root hairs. It is through these 
root hairs that the plant takes up food 
from the soil, There are no openings 
directly into them, but the walls are 
so thin that the water can soak 
through to the inside. Solid sub- 
stances, of course, cunnot get in, so 
that the plant food must be dissolved 
in water before it can get into the 
roots and so up to the chlorophyll, 
which is waiting to build it into seeds 
or leaves. 

If the soil has been worked until ft 
is fine and loose each little particle

will become surrounded by water, 


which will readily dissolve the plant 
food from it. If, on the other hand, 
the soil is in the form of chunks and 
clods very little of the plant food can 
be dissolved. The plant food that is 
on the inside of a clod might as well 
be out in the road or over on one of 
the neighbors’ farms, 


Some of the potassium and _ phos- 
phorus will not dissolve even wher 
brought in contact with water, It 


with the air to 
cause chemical actions which wil 
change it into a soluble form, Con- 
tinual stirring of the soil hastens this 
change. Thorough stirring also loos- 
ens up the ground so that air can get 
down to the roots. Without aid they 
will stop growing and the entire worl: 
of the plant will stop. The yellow ap- 
pearance of a patch of corn in a low 
place where the ground is water soz '- 
ed is due to lack of alr about the

EARLY ADVERTISEMENTS, 


England Took a Long Time to Realize 
the Value of Printing. 


Ona of the first English printed ad- 
vertisements was a handbill or pos- 
ter got out by Caxton in 1480 und 
reading: 

“Pyes . . . of Salisbury . . . good 
and chepe . . . if it please any man 
spirituel or temporel to bye.” 

This wus not a baker's advertise- 
ment, Caxton had printed ‘Pyes” or 
clerical rules telling how the clergy 
at Salisbury dealt with the changing 
date of Kuster; and as the clergy 
could read he was bold enough to 
print advertisements of his ‘“‘Pyes.” 

For two centuries after it was in- 
troduced, printing, which should have 
boomed advertising — if advertising 
depended primarily upon printing— 
had little or no effect upon it. The 
public had to be reached by the rebus 
over the shop, the publie eriers in 
towns, and by boys in front of stalls 
calling, ‘What d’ye lack, master? 
What d’ye lac 

Even the newspapers, when the 
civil wars in England in the seven- 
teenth century brought them forth 
and they began to develop. readers, 
had an extraordinarily small effect in 
developing advertising. Book notices, 
rewards for the arrest of runaway ser- 
yants and quacks began to appear 
bout 1652, And a little later the germ 
of modern advertising began to de- 
velop in the ‘Mercurius Politicus,” 
“The Kingdom’s Intelligencer,” and 
the ‘Publick Advertiser” and others 
in an effort to introduce tea, coffee, 
and chocolate into England, thus:

SLIPS IN PRINT. 


Typographical Blunders That Cause 
Smiles or Frowns. 


When a leading London newspaper, 
in noticing the floating of a new com- 


mercial enterprise, spoke of the issu- | 


ing of ‘100,000 snares at $5 each,” a 
statement which, however true, was 
hardly intentional, the splendid fury 
of the promoters of that enterprise 
was fully balanced by the large satis- 
faction, not to say glee, of its enemies, 
and no one stopped to think that the 
innocent fact of the close juxtoposi- 
tion in which the letters ‘“h’’ and 
“n’’ stand to each other on the type- 
writer of to-day or a slip on the part 
of the typesetter in the composing 
room fully accounted for the “error.” 
A typographical error may be an evil 
thing. It is sometimes a very serious 
thing, but it never fails of being, 
from some point of view, funny to the 
last degree, 

The presence of the typewriter in 
the newspaper offices of to-day has 
done much to make easier the lives 
of the author, the editor and the 
compositor, but the typewriter, with 
all its advantages, has no aatomatic 
punctuating device, and. the virtue of 
the comma is amply illustrated by 
the story of the Scotch divine, an ex- 
tract from whose sermon as it appear- 
ed in a local paper reads: 

“Only last Sabbath, my friends, a 
young woman died in this parish 
very suddenly while I was endeavor- 
ing to preach the word in a state of 
beastly intoxication.” 


And over a poem printed in a 
weekiy appeared the startling com- 
ment: 


“The following verses were written 
more than fifty years ago by a gen- 
tleman who has for fifteen years lain 
in his grave for his own amusement.” 

Unusual handwriting, however, has 
more to answer for than the vagaries 
of the typewriter. ‘The greater the 
author the greater the scrawler” is 
only too frequently true, and it’ is 
not always fair to put the blame for

Peculiarities of the Penquin Puzzles 


own

Ornitholozists. 
Ornithological puzzles are the pen- 
guins, with their curiously shaped 
wings and odd, unbirdlike upright 


eorriage. The peeuliarities of their 


| wings suggest that the penguins are 


descendants of birds which used their 
Wings: rather than their legs in the 
pursuit of prey under water, and as 
the struggle intensiiied between the 
competing individuals the most expert 
at this sort of swimming would get 
the most food and oust their less suc- 
cessful rivals. The winners gained 
advantage over their neighbors in pro- 
portion as their wings improved as 
swimming orgens and, inversely and 
of necessity, became less suited to 
perform the work of flight. 

In. all other birds the feathers, 
though shed ennually, are more or 
less gradually displeced. But in the 
penguins the pew feathers all start 
into being et the same time and 
thrust opt the old feathers upon their 
tips, so that these come awry in great 
flakes. And, whereas in all birds save 
penguins the new feathers as they 
thrust their way through the skin end 
in peneil-like points, formed by  in- 
vesting sheaths, in the penguins these 
sheaths are open at the tips and at- 
tached by their rims to the roots of 
the old feathers, and hence these are 
held to their snecessors until these 
have ettained a snffieient length to 
insnre protection sgainst cold. 

This curious deviee for retaining the 
warmth efforded by the old feathers 


until the new generation ean fill their , 


places is epprrently due to the fact 
that penguins ere essentially natives 
of the Anteretie regions, although 
some now inhabit the tropical seas.

Grievances of present day jurymen 
are mild compared with those inflict- 
ed on them in the past. Until the 
passing of an act of Parliament in 
1870 British jurymen were prohibited 
item having meat, drink or fife (can- 
delight only excepted) while consid- 
ering their verdict.

Quickly Follows—Will be a Month 

Before Damage is Estimated and, 

Mine Placed in Working Order— 

Victim is Badly Burned 

Canmore.—Windows were _ broken, 
yards away, the town shaken and 
the fan house of the Canmore mines 
was completely demolished by an ex- 
plosion which occurred at No, 2 mine 
at Canmore on Saturday afternoon, 
while Tony Trano, the man who 
caused the explosion, now lies in the 
hospital badly burned. 

The scene of the explosion is a! 
mass of wreckage. Splintered tim- 
bers lie in all directions, and it will 
be at least a month before an estimate 
of the damage can be obtained and 
the mine once more placed in work- 
ing order, 

No. 2 shaft is the second shaft sunk | 
at Canmore, and it was opened about 
one year ago. Before the present 
strike it has been constantly operated, 
but when the recent trouble started 
the men were called out, and for, 
about a month no work has been 
carried on. 

About Wednesday last the mine was 
officially inspected, and it was at this 
time that water was discovered rising 
in the different portions of the work- 
ings, but it was not in sufficient vol- 
ume to cause any alarm. Since the 
report, however, the pumps had been 
kept working, and it was to attend 
to one of these that Trano, who is a, 
pumpman, descended the shaft. 

What really happened will not be 
known until Trano is able to tell. He. 
descended into the mine at about 2:10, | 
and five minutes later a terrific ex- 
plosion was heard which shook: the 
tewn one mile away. 

After the detonation a crowd quick- | 
ly gathered at the spot, and a relief 
party was hastily organized and low- 
ered into the shaft. 

The rescuers had not proceeded far 
when they heard Trano shouting, and | 
n few minutes later they found his | 
lamp lying open on a heap of debris. 

Trano himself, with the clothing 
blown off his body, and badly burned, 
was found a few yards further on. 
He was quickly taken to the surface, 
and after receiving first aid was hur- 
ried away to the hospital, where he 
now lies.

| BRITISH MARKET SAID TO BE IN 
GRIP OF OCTOPUS 


Close Investigation of Commission 
Leads to Belief That a Strong Com- 
bine Exists to Gain Control of 

| United Kingdom's Source of Meat 

Supply—Deep Concern is Expressed 

as Result of this Discovery 

London.—Fear that the American 

| heef trust is coiling its tentacles 

around the British market and also 

'gaining control of the United King- 


Argentina, is expressed in a govern- 
‘ment report recently made public. 

The report is submitted by the de- 
partmental committee that was ap- 
pointed in 1908 to investigate the meat 
trade at home and abroad, especially 
with relation to combinations among 
packers and shippers. 

Most of the trails the committee 
found led them across the Atlantic 
and into the Union stock yards at 
Chicago. Volumes of testimony were 
amassed with the aid of witnesses 
gathered from all parts of the world, 
and special investigators, secret and 
otherwise, were sent abroad to run 
'down every feature of thé inquiry 
upon which first hand information was 
desired, 

And so, although representatives of 
the American packing houses who 
were examined denied any combina- 
tion existed in the United States or 
United Kingdom, the committee sets 
down its doubts in these words: 

“It is almost ineredible that Armour 
& Co., Morris & Co., and the Ham- 
mond Beef Co., the last named repre- 
senting the National Packing  Co., 
should be in combination in the 


| United States and in competition in } 


the United Kingdom.”

Latter Wrote That Bryan Represented 
the Party of Peace in the 

, United States 

' New York.—Ex-President Roosevelt, 
/in the current number of the Outlook, 
jcombats the statement credited — to 
;Count Leo Tolstoi that Bryan repre- 
| sented the party of peace in the last 
/ presidential campaign. On this point 
Mr. Roosevelt says: ‘Now, there was 
but one plank in the platform — of 
either political party in 1908 which 
contained any element of menace to 
the peace of the world. This was the 
plank in the Bryanite platform which 
demanded the immediate exclusion by 
law of all Asiatic laborers, and there- 
fore Japanese. 

“Coupled with this is the utterly 
{meaningless plank about the navy, 
which, however, was intended to con- 
| Vey the impression that we ought to 
jhave a navy only for the defence of 
our coasts, that is, a merely ‘reserve 
navy,’ or in other words, a quite 
worthless navy.” 
| Discussing Tolstoi, the ex-president 
exp s the opinion that the Russian 
writer has swayed or dominated only 
the feeble folk and the fantastic folk, 
'“and that his influence over men of 
action has not been great.” 

“Strong men may gain something 
|from Tolstoi’s moral teachings,’ de- 
clared the ex-president, “but only on 
condition that they are strong enough 
and sane enough to be repelled by 
those parts of his teachings which are 
foolish or immoral,” 


Germany's Huge Army 

| London.—Speaking at a large meet- 
ing at High Wycombe, in support of

| Field-Marshal Lord Grenfell said that

Great White Plague on the Increase 
Washington. — That the vigorous 
campaign against tuberculosis nas 
failed to chess the great white plague 
was the siurtling charge made — by 
Nathan Strauss, the New York philan- 
sthropist, at the fifth annual meeting 
of the National Association for the 
Study and Prevention of Tuberculosis. 
Mr. Strauss backed up his assertion 
by official statisties from the New 
York health department, showing an 
increase of 88 per cent. in two years 
in cases of tuberculosis in the city 
that Dr. Koch deseribed as leading 
the whole world in the fight against 
the disease. The reason of this fail- 
ure to make headway, Mr. Strauss de- 
clares, was the neglect of the mischief 
wrought by the tuberculosis dairy 
cow. Citing the results of scientific 
investigation and his own 18 years’ 
experience in saving lives, he summed 
up by saying that the abolition of 
tuberculosis will begin when it is 
made a crime to sell milk unless it 
comes from tuberculosis-tested cows 
or has been properly pasteurized.

WESTERN CROP REPORT 


OFFICIAL STATEMENT OF CROPS 
AND LIVE STOCK FOR APRIL 


The Census and Statistics Office at 
Ottawa Issues Report on the Agri- 
cultural Conditions of Three West- 
ern Provinces—Very Satisfactory 
Report Submitted for Province of 
Alberta 
Ottawa.—The census and. statistics 

office have given out a statement of 

crops and live stock for April. Vege 
tation is later than usual this year, In 

Maniteba supplies of — fodder and 

coarse grains were sufficient, and 

horses showed a condition of 6, mileh 
cows 34.6, other horned cattle 82, and 
sheep and swine 90.6 per cent, Seed- 
ing was greatly retarded by cold and 
backward spring weather, and in the 
districts of Dauphin, Macdonald and 

Selkirk only a little work had been 

done at the end of the month. 

Elsewhere a fair start had been 
made, and in Souris about 20 per cent, 
of the wheat area had been sown. Live 
stock in Saskatchewan are in excel: 
lent condition, and supplies of fodder 
have been abundant. 

The condition of horses is reported 
at 93, of mileh cows &4, of other 
horned cattle 88.50, of swine 87.75, and 
of sheep 88.75 per cent. 

No barley or oats had been sown at 
the end of April and only a small per- 
centage of wheat. Winter wheat is a 
staple crop in the Macleod, Calgary 
and Cardston districts of Alberta, and 
is becoming a fairly general erop in 
the distriets of Red Deer and Strath- 
cona; but the late and cold spring has 
checked growth. The standard condi- 
tion is 80 per cent, in the region south 
of Calgary and 81.6 per cent. ino the 
region northward of that town, Seed- 
ing operations were general at the end 
of the month in all parts of the prov- 
ince south of township 52, about 60 per 
cent, of the wheat, 80 per cent. of the 
barley and 16 per cent. of oats being 


sown, Correspondents in many places 
report that all the wheat has been 
sown. Fodder and coarse grains have 


hheen plentiful, and live stoek are well 
above the average condition. Horses 
show an average of 94, mileh cows 83, 
other horned cattle 84, swine 99.75, and 
sheep 88.50 per cent. Sheep are kept 
more generally in Alberta than in any 
other of the western provinces.
